The matter 
baa been referred to Albert C. Xyben 
of the bacteriological laboratory, who 
has general superintendency of the 
work of petrolizing the catch basins 
and stagnant spots throughout the 
town. 
The following statement is 


made with reference to the new proc- 
ess: 


"Practical application has been given 


the new system and it has been dis- 
covered that a certain musical note 
raised to a great nnmber of vibrations 
per second will cause the mosquito to 
experience sudden and complete pa- 
ralysis, and not only does this intensi- 
fied note arrest the insect in flight or 
hurl it from the ceiling or wall, but 
also because of a strange construction 
of the mosquito's auditory system It 
causes It to plunge undeviatingly to- 
ward the spot whence the music issues. 


"It has been found that the practical 


application has been effected by rais- 
ing to a great number of vibrations 
per second the particular note to which 
the mosquito is most sensitively at- 
tuned. This intensified note was pro- 
duced by sudden electrical impulse up- 
on a misical instrument, whereupon it 
was noticed that every mosquito In the 
room plunged headlong to the instru- 
ment, and that when the windows 
were opened the room was soon filled. 
Again the amplified note was sounded, 
and instantly in a cloud the mosquitoes, 
apparently lifeless, were precipitated 
against the apparatus."

HISTORY OP THE FAMOUS INTER- 


NATIONAL PRIZE. 


Which Now Comes Back to America— 


Renewal of Interest in Military 


Rifle Marksmanship. 


(Columbus Dispatch.) 


The Pulma trophy which as the re- 


sult of the international rifle contest 
in England Saturday comes back to 
the United States was first shot for 
in 1876 and was then called the Palma 
centennial trophj in honor of tn~e cen- 
tennial celebration. 
It is a design in 


the shape of a shield and is valued at 
$1,300. Its name comes 
from 
the 


donor. It was to be contested for an- 
nually by teams of eight men each 
from any country, at distances of 800 
900 and 1000 yards, each man firing 
30 shots. The contest was to 'cover 
two days. 


At the first contest teams front Scot- 


land, Ireland, Australia, Canada and 
the United States shot for it. The 
United States team won making 3,126 
points. In 1877 Great Britain and the 
United States only were represented, 
the United States team winning wltb 
3,3:54 points to Englands's 3,242. In 1878 
only the American team appeared 
to 


shoot for the trophy, it was evident 
that interest in rifle shooting was on 
the wane and the trophy was not shot 
for again until 1900. In the meantime 
it was stored in the Military museum 
at Governor's Island, New York harbor. 
When the Spanish war came on the 
government had other uses for the 
museum building and the trophy wa? 
stored in New York City. 


The Spanish war renewed interest In 


markmanship of all kinds and the con- 
tests for the Palma trophy were re- 
newed. At the first contest, however, 
there was no competition with the 
United Stated team. It made a score 
of 2.755. In 1901 Canada sent team 
making 1,522 points, to America's 
1,494. Last year Canada won the 
trophy again, so that it now come?"

of two years.
